"But we do not think the innovation will lead to great 
improvement in our politics. In comssonwealths where 
women vote there has been no very great uplift in poll 
tics. At first the privilege will be used not by the best 
or most intelligent women; and, men or women, the 
influence of any body of voters will be according to the 
intelligence and moral conscience of those who form 
the body. 

Women are likely to be deceived in larger degree 
than men in their expectations as to what the vote will 


bring them. who ask for the right to vote in 
many instances they are at a great disadvantage 
as compared with men, not only politically but in more 


important ways. Many women are treated unfairly 
by the men with whom they are allied in life. They 
suffer in this way not because they cannot vote, but 
because they are physically inferior to men.
